Stephen Hameis Drawings, on Display in Historical 


Museum, Exciting Much Comment — Replace Col- 
lection of Fromkes 


The Stephen Hlr.weia 
dra-wings 


which replace Uve Fromkes collec- 
tion in the Historical nruseum has 
excited much comment. The work 
of Haweis is a complete surprise to 
many people. 
Those who 
have 


studied Cubism and Futurism, how- 
ever, realize that these 
drawings 


are, after all, coim,parativi?ly mild. 


The pictures are all of the Ba- 


hamas and the Sonth Sea ifclajt" 
There are landscapes, but the col- 
lection consists largely of marines. 
Most striking among these 
are 


scenes under the water, 
showing 


tropical fish and water-plants. This 
niight be dull if done from a biolog- 
ical point of view, but it is very 
different when art is the main con- 
sideration. 


The peculiar style of Haweis aris- 


es from the fact that he does not 
consider his pictures as represent- 
ations, but rather as designs. He 
himself writes that they are, "not 
representations of nature, but in- 
terpretations, based 
on a certain 


particular interest in the subjects 
which form their motif."- 


Since the artist is also a writer 


of ability, he has published a pam- 
phlet about these pictures which a 
in some degree explanatory. 


"Tropical fish." writee Mr. Haw- 


013, "are actually among the most 
brilliant things in nature, compar- 
able only to butterflies and jewels. 
The leaping flash of a living ingot 
of silver a yard long from the sea 
like a breathing sapphire-is an emo- 
tion, the rush of any great fish is 
an incommimicable .experience. My 
pictures aim to describe the joy of 
;he fishes' life, the beauty of mar- 
ine growths, the wonder of one who 


loves to wntch the Mystery-play of 
r.hcir lives." 


To many people it seems 
very 


qu«er to see on coming close to a 
picture, that the lines are broken. 
They think this ought not to be, 
Stephen BaTveis explains: 


"To me interrupted lines convey 


the idea of movement in marvelous 
degree, and I find that figures may 
be broken up and distorted in many 
•ways without destroying their beau- 
ty as such." 


Stephen Haweis was tlie son oi 


an Angelican clergyman of London. 
His mother's father was a portrait 
painter. H« was educated in Lon- 
don and Cambridge and studied art 
in '. Paris 
first 
under 
Alphonse 


M/uoha, He did photographic work 
for Rodin and was introd-uced by 
him to Eugene Carriere, whose- pu- 
pil he became. 
He exhibited re- 


peatedly 
at 
the Salon of 'the 


Champs de Mars, and belonged to 
other Salons. At this rime he used 
the impressionistic technique. 


Tiring of French forms of ex- 


pressioin 'he made a trip 
to 
the 


South Seas in 1913, because sub- 
jects w«<uld be new, since they had 
been seldom used before. 
Here he 


studied, but did not do much paint- 
ing. The ahallow clear water gave 
wonderful opportunity for studying 
fiahc* and marine plants. 


The native dances also interested

The League of Nations Fails to Save Armenia—Russia Inter- 


venes; and Now Another Wrangel Campaign 


is Projected. 


T 


HE impotency of the League of Nations, now meeting at 
Geneva, is shown in many ways, although it should be 


understood that the news which we receive is.only such news as 
th« League chooses to give out. No reporters are admitted to 


* the sessions. 
v 


Up to date the League has been able to do nothing to pro 


tect Armenia from the rapacity of the Turks, who for amuse 
ment for many years have indulged in the wholesale massacre 
of men, women and children in Armenia, whose only offense is 
that they are Christians. 


But the amazing news reached this country a few days ago, 


in a cable dispatched from Constantinople, that the Soviet gov- 
ernment of Russia had intervened for the protection of Ar- 
menia, and had notified Mustapha Kemal Pasha that it would 
regard any further advance of Turkish troops into Armenia as 
a cause for war.

Later came the news that a number of the members of the 


League of Nations are in favor of assisting General Wrangel to 
start an Armenian campaign against the Russians in Armenia. 


Made bitter by the action of the Christian entente, which 


after its professions of self-determination had .torn Turkey 
asunder, and divided it as spoils of war, the Turks have been 
avenging themselves on the smallest weakest Christian people 
they could find within their reach, the Armenians. 


The entente wanted the United States to take the Arn\en 


ian mandate, stop the Turkish atrocities, and protect the terri 
torial spoils of war. We declined, of course. And then to th 
surprise of the world Russia comes forward and says, "I'll do it.' 


But the League of Nations is not at all pleased to see Ar 


meiiiia saved by Russia, and so plans are brewing to re-equip 
Wrangel's army and send it against the Russians in Armenia. 


About everything we hear from Geneva prompts Armenia 


to give thanks that we are not in the'League, nor of it. Th 
Turkish and.Armenian situation prove the folly of a peace o: 
vengeance. Such a peace can only be maintained by the power 
of artillery and conscription. 


The peace of vengeance has left France trembling, ever 


since it was dictated, for she looks forward with dread to a time 
when, within a few years Germany, may be stronger relatively 
than she was in August, 1914. 


The harm which the League of Nations might do, for in- 


stance, in financing a Wrangel campaign against Russia, is 
checked by the knowledge that those who are discussing inter- 
national affairs in Geneva do not represent the people of their 
respective countries, but only the rulers of the people. England 
and France would probably be at war today with Russia, except 
for demonstrations which indicate that starting another war 
would produce revolution at home. And England has one, in 
fact, already. 


Perhaps the impotence of the League is most impressively 


shown by the fact that forty nations have joined it, it has been 
in operation for nearly a year, yet twenty wars are in progress 
in Europe today.

We hare driven1 the 
people from the «ojl, so that today the population is only half what it was 
a century ago.
